Water  Supplies 

Throughout  the  year  under  review  the  pulDlic  v/ater 
supply  to  the  District  hy  the  Council's  V/'aterworks  was 
adequate  in  quantity. 


Whilst  the  quality,  mainly,  v/as  of  a satisfactory 
standard,  30  samples  heing  taken  from  the  water  going  into 
supply,  analysis  of  a sample  collected  from  the  Holst  Tower 
on  the  23rd  OctoDer  revealed  a slight  impurity.  The  cause 
of  this  v/as  traced'  subsequently  to  a faulty  gland  in  one  of 
the  puiaps.  Owing  to  further  difficulty  with  the  pumping 
plant  during  October,  the  water  in  the  underground  reservoir 
was  inadvertently  allowed  to  rise  so  as  to  wash  on  the  wooden 
roof.  This  occurrence  was  the  probable  explanation  for  the 
adverse  reports  received  on  throe  samples  collected  on  the 
29th  October.  The  Surveyor  & V/ater  Engineer  had  in  hand  the 
replacement  of  the  roof  of  this  reservoir  with  a more  suitable 
and  durable  material. 

With  reference  to  the  eleven  private  sources  of 
supply  in  the  area,  35  proiDcrtics  were  so  provided,  22  by 
means  of  private  mains  from  throe  wells,  8 having  a well  each 
and  the  remaining  5 collecting  their  water  as  required. 

During  the  wot  puriod  early  in  the  year  a sample 
from  each  v/as  taken  and  in  two  cases  the  ilnalyst's  Report 
indicated  thet  supplies  concerned  could  not  bo  regarded  as 
safe.  This  was  reported  to  the  appropriate  Committee 
who  gave  instructions  for  a further  sample  from  each  of  these 
two  v/ells  to  be  taken  in  Midsammer.  As  a result  an  informal 
notice  was  served  for  the  closure  of  one  of  them.  V/ith 
regard  to  the  othur  the  owner  was  advised  to  discontinue  the 
use  of  w.ator  from  his  v/ell  in  viuw  of  its  suspicious  character, 
and  to  connect  to  the  public  supply  at  an  early  date.  In  one 
further  instance  the  report  received  suggested  that  the  v/ell 
might  bo  liable  to  more  severe  pollution  and  that  the  surface 
protection  and  surro'undings  should  be  improved.  The  owner  was 
immediately  inforiaed  and  an  appointment  arranged  when  a more 
detailed  inspection  of  the  condition  of  tho  v/ell  was  made.  It 
v/as  agreed  that  very  little  could  be  done  to  improve  the  • surround- 
ings , the  well  being  situated  in  a farmyard,  but  as  a prelim.inary, 
instructions  were  given  for  the  brickwork  steining  to  be  repaired 
and  repointod. 

Pollution  of  Water  Courses 

Nino  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection 
v/ith  tho  pollution  of  water  courses  and  these  visits  had 
reference  to  a property  wherein  sanitary  fittings  had  boon 
incorrectly  connected  to  a surface  water  sov/er.  .eni  inforraal 
notice  was  at  once  served  on  the  occupier  advising  him  of  the 
position  and  specifying  the  adjustments  necessary  to  prevent 
tho  pollution.

The  rex^airs  referred  to  under  ’’doors  and  wind'ws”  con- 
sisted mainly  in  v/c a therxe roofing  certain  external  doors  by  the 
X^rovision  of  water  bars  and  weatherboards  whore  those  were  absent 
and  planting  deeper  moulding  round  the  frames. 

A considerable  sum  was  exxoonded  in  rendering  two  of  the 
temporary  huts  watertight.  For  this  x^u.^psso  it  was  necoss-.ry,  to 
re-roof  them  conrplotolyy  rainv/ator  gutters  and  downioipes  being 
fitted  to  carry  off  the  water  to  existing  gullies. 

During  the  year  a continual  breakage  of  windows  was 
observed  in  one  of  the  pre-v/ar  schemes.  The  cause  of  this  was 
found  to  be  due  to  the  build  ux)  of  rust  on  the  glazing  bars 
which  were  of  non  galvanised  steel.  As  aa  result  the  Council 
agreed  to  the  rexDlacement  of  such  broken-  windows  as  necessary 
at  no  cost  to  the  tenant  concerned. 

It  will  be  seen  that  a further  four  kitchen  ranges  v/erc 
replo.ced  by  open  tyxoc  fireplaces.  In  three  cases  oho  tenants  had 
taken  advantage  of  the  scheme  in  which  the  Council  bears  the 
cost  involved  for  labour,  fixing  and  the  necessary  x^lumbinb 
alterations,  the  tenant  bux^^ing  the  fireplace,  back  boiler  and 
tiled  slab. 

A total  of  40  houses  wo.s  -pointed  externally  during  the 
year  under  review,  158  visits  being  made  in  c-^nnection  v/ith  the 
supervision  of  this  work.

Rcferonco  was  naclc  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1950  of 
the  difficulties  ehtaining  in  connection  with  the  control  of 
novahle  dwellings  and  of  canping  gr?unds  and  on  the  8th  Pohruary 
1951  the  Bur nhan-on -Grouch  Urban  District  (Movable  Dwelling  and 
Ganping  Grounds)  Order  1951  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  cane 
into  operation.  This  declared  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  1956  to  be  in  force,  Section  111  of  the  Essex  Gounty  Gouncil 
Act  1935  buing  repealed,  Imediate  steps  v/ere  taken  to 
regularise  the  x^osition  so  f ".r  as  existing  n .'vablc  dwellings 
and  sites  were  concerned  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  nuiaber 
of  nowable  dwellings  licensed  was  tW'O  and  the  nunber  of  sites, 
excluding  that  owned  by  the  Gouncil,  was  one,  a further  :nc 
being  under  c -'nsidcrat ion  by  the  Town  Planning  Authority. 

Offensive  Trades 

During  the  course  of  a routine  inspection  of  the 
district  it  was  discovered  that  certain  premises  were  being 
used  for  the  ’purp^-sc  of  a Rag  & Bono  Dealer’s  business. 

Following  a rexoort  to  the  appropriate  Gonmittee  the  person 
concerned  was  requested  to  make  inmiodiatc  application  for 
the  necessary  consent  as  is  required  under  Section  107  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  1935.  This  was  subsequently  given  for 
a maximur.i  period  of  six  ni'^nths. 

Rodent  Gontrol. 

236  visits  v/erc  made  during  1951  • Out  of  the  56 
premises,  excluding  Local  i^uthority  property,  at  which  infesta- 
tion was  suspected,  I6  treatments  were  carried  out  by  arrangement 
and  3 N'^tices  were  served  on  ov/ners  or  oceuxoiers  to  carry  ‘:'ut 
treatment  themselves. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  V/orks  again  proved  to  be  the 
principal  source  of  trouble  so  far  as  the  Local  Authority’s 
premises  are  concerned  inrosnuch  as  rats  wore  fo'und  to  bo  in 
evidence  in  sufficient  nuunbers  as  t^  constitute  a major 
infestation  on  n'  less  than  11  occasions.  2l  visits  were 'made 
and  vr.rious  poisons  and  also  Hydro  Gyanic  Gas  wore  used  v/ith 
some  success.  Following  a consultation  v^rith  the  Surveyor  at  ' 
the  R'orks  stexos  wore  taken  to  tidy  uxo  generally  the  surrounding 
land. 

Sev/er  maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out  during 
July.  A 10%  tost  bait  of  the  whole  of  the  manholes  in  the 
district  shov/ed  the  x^ublic  sev/ers  to  bo  free  fr-^m  rats. 

On  one  occasion  only,  during  the  month  of  November, 
was  the  refuse  tip  occupied  by  a major  infestation  of  rats. 

nuiOib^-r  of  poison  baits  were  laid  down,  I7  bodies  being 
subsequently  found. 

Tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year  rats  v/ero  comxDloined  of 
in  a x5'’''rtion  of  the  Dep-)t  used  by  the  local  Branch  of  the 
British  Legion  as  a store  for  waste  paper.  The  rats 
were  fount  to  bo  harbouring  in  an  accuioulation  of  building 
materials  immediately  adjoining  the  shed  in  qu^^stion  and  steps 
wore  tak^n  by  the  Surveyor  to  hav^j  this  removed. 

A leaflet  'giving  gui'tancc  on  the  x^i''Cvonti  mi  of 
damage  by  posts  .‘^.ct  19U9  was  circulated  t'"  all  business 
premises  and  farmers  in  the  area,  a supx^ly  als  ; being  kept 
at  the  Office  for  distribution  to  the  Public  as  required,  ■

Regulap  visits  wcpc  paid  to  th^  thpce  bakehouses  in  the 
DistPict  and  gencpally  they  were  maintained  in  a satisfactopy 
condition. 
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Qlean  Pood  Bylaws 

The  Report  for  1950  referred,  to  an  application  to  the 
Minister  of  Pood  for  the  Interpretation  Clause  in  the  Model 
Bylaws  Series  1 (Hendlingy  V/rapping  and  Delivery  :;f  Pood  in  the 
open  air)  in  their  apjplication  to  this  district  to  he  ancndod  so 
that  *'r.^om''  should  include  'tany  part  of  a Boat  or  vessel" 
whether  sea-going  or  not.  In  the  Ministry's  reply  it  was  stated 
that  the  Minister  would  he  unahle  to  confirn  such  addition  as  he 
Was  advised  that  the  BylaViTs  would  he  unenf orc^ahlc  in  respect  of 
a hoat  or  vesselj  having  regard  to  the  terns  of  Section  77  of  the 
Pood  d Drugs  Ii.ct  1938  and  the  definition  of  ''prenises"  in  Section 
100  of  the  same  ti.ct . 

It  was  added,  however,  that  the  Minister  V7as  aware  of 
the  circumstances  that  the  amendment  v/as  intended  to  , cover  and 
that  the  point  would  he  dealt  v/ith  when  opportunity  occurred  for 
amendment  of  the  Pood  d Drugs  ^i.ct  1933?  in  which  event  it  night 
he  possible  to  re -submit  the  Bylaw  or  take  other  stops  to 
achieve  the  saiae  pur]posc, 

iilthough  the  position  did- not  appear  to  he  satisfactory 
the  Council  was  prepared  to  withdraw  thu  suggested  amendment  and 
the  provisional  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Pood  to  draft  Bylaws 
was  obtained. 

It  V7as  not  possible  before  the  end  of  the  year  to 
return  the  draft  with  a-pplication  for  confirmation. 

Dairies

The  Annual  Report  for  1950  referred  to  the  circumstances 
obtaining  with  regard  t ■>  the  registration  of  premises  used  in 
connection  v/ith  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  ice  cream  or  preserved 
food  etc.  and  an  application  was  made  in  this  respect  t"  the 
Minister  of  Health. 
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In  OctolDor  the  Minister  mnde  an  Orier  declaring  Section 
14  of  the  F^od  & Drugs  ^’^ct  1930  tD  he  in  force  in  the  Urban 
Districts,  the  -p^'^^isi ons  of  Secti'^n  153  of  the  Essex  County 
Council  ii-ct  1933 a so  far  as  they  related  t ^ the  registration 
of  preiOiisos  used  or  proposed  t-)  Toe  used  for  the  manufactures 
storage,  or  sale  of  ice-cream,  or  other  similar  commodity,  Toeing 
accordingly  repealed.  17  ice-cream  premises  are  so  registered 
and  the  numloer  of  promises  registered  for  the  preparation  or 
manufacture  of  sausages,  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or 
preserved  food  intended  for  sale,  was  3. 

Registration  of  Manufacturers  or  Vendors  of  Ice  Cream 

This  is  secured  Toy  Section  158  of  the  Essex  County 
Council  ^ict  1933  and  the  numloer  of  persons  so  registered  was 
22. 

Survey  nf  Food  Premises 

iiS  a result  of  the  survey  of  fo'd  premises,  carried  out 
during  the  i,.utumn  of  1950,  all  liconsod  premises  are  now  equipped 
with  constant  hot  water  facilities  for  the  washing  of  glasses  in 
the  loars,  whilst  {o  further  two  retail  f.-^od  shops  were  also  so 
provided. 

It  was  mentioned  that  in  tw:'  licensed  premises  the  loeer 
engine  piping  consisted  of  lead.  The  use  of  one  of  those  has  now 
Toecn  discontinued  altogether  and  the  other  has  loecn  replaced  with 
St  ".inless  steel  and  plastic. 

Informal  Notices  served  requiring  the  artificial  lighting 
of  private  sanitary  accommodation,  at  five  of  the  licensed  premises, 
v/ere  all  complied  with.  In  connection  with  the  very  insanitary 
urinal,  referred  t"  in  the  Rexoort  for  1950,  a licence  was  granted 
Toy  the  Ministry  of  V/orks  allov;ing  f-'r  its  complete  recons tructir'n. 


Bacteriological  Examinations 

The  Counties  Dulolic  Health  Laloorat'^ries , 66,  Victoria 
Etreot,  London,  S,V/.l,,  undertake  loacteriological  examinations  for 
the  C 'uncil  through  the  Essex  County  Council  Bacteriological 
LaTooratory  Service.  The  Essex  Institute  of  .t».griculture  at  V/rittle 
carry  out  those  in  respect  of  Milk. 

During  the  year  under  review  69  samples  were  forwarded 
for  Bacteriological  Examination,  43  Toeing  samples  of  drinking 
water,  18  sam'oles  of  ice-cream,  7 samples  of  milk  and  1 of  oysters.

Toelow  and  it  will  Toe  noted  that  the  presence  of  B.  _ coli  was  not 
detected  in  any  sample  whilst  there  v/as  a gradual  improvement
